A square wave consist of a sine wave a odd harmonics, so in order to see if 
it is remotely is a square wave you would need 3X the bandwidth of the 
signal being looked at. But in practice, 3X the bandwidth is not enough, if 
you want to see a reasonable accurate picture of the waveform you need at 
least to display to the 7th harmonic. I personally if I wanted to look at 
a digital circuit, I make sure the scope has at least 10X the bandwidth of 
the waveform being observed, analog signals is another thing though, if 
your are looking at sine waves the 2X the waveform signal would be fine, 


but anything else different from a sine wave would need greater bandwidth. 


I would if were you and you wanted to have a record of the waveforms in 
question, shop around a little more, 50 M samples is kind of low sample 
rate if you are going to do anything serious with it, I have seen some that 
are PC cards that you plug into your PC that do about 250 M samples or 
higher for around that price, and of course with the data directly 
available to the PC is does all kinds of analysis on the data. Just my two 
cents.

I think you will have much better luck if you just sign 

your entire callsign when calling people. 


I have been DX a few times and I operate quite a few contests 
every year. There is nothing more annoying on the air than 
having a pileup of guys calling who are only sending 

a few letters of their callsigns or QRP. 


In any pileup where I have people sending their full callsigns and 
people just sending a few letters or just sending QRP I will 
xalways* reply to the people who are signing their full callsigns. 


I will ignore those that choose to keep yelling TR TR TR TR etc. 


As far as signing your callsign as K5TR/QRP - while it might 
be intresting to you and maybe even to the station you are 
calling it really dont no imporove you chances of 

getting through - in fact it might make it harder. 


Many many time I have had some weak station calling who keeps 
sending K5TR/QRP --- and the QSB usually makes it so that I 
only keep hearing something like "K mumblemumblem /QRP" 

This will go on for several overs - it would be much more 
efficent to just send K5TR K5TR than to send K5TR/QRP. 


Either the DX hears you or he does not hear you - tacking QRP 
on to your call does not make it more likely that he will 
pull you out of the pileup.

Probe BW is the frequency where the amplitude of the incoming signal 

Probes load the circuit 
they are touching and their impedance is a function of frequency. As 
the frequency goes up, the impedance goes down. A 10 Meg Ohm (10x 10 pf,

Folks, 


I wish I'd listened to you guys with the backup power systems. We had an 
ice storm last Thrusday and Friday, and power has been off since then. The 
local power company says it may be a week before everyone is back online. 


We've been able to get kerosene for the heater and the propane grill out 
back has almost a full tank, so we have some heat and cooking capability. 
Lighting has been adequate too, since my wife is an avid candle collector 
(although some of these candle holders are health hazards and are 
discarded) and I'm an avid flashlight collector. My Coleman fluorescent 
lantern was charged, as was my FT-817. Well, about half anyway. 


A few things I've learned form the past weekend: 


1) The FT-817 has been really helpful. I'm using it to get news and music 


on AM and FM broadcast. When the rechargeables died, I scrounged some AAs 
to fit out of our stash of Gameboy batteries. (We have 3 in the house.) 

Unfortunately it doesn't receive NOAA Weather (yet), so I used my Icom 2M 
handheld for weather. Until its battery died. Too bad it doesn't take AAs. 


2) For Gameboy batteries I get the Ray-O-Vac "Tub-0-Alkalines" (24 for $10 
at Target in a plastic clamshell container). They seem to last as well as 
the copper-tops, and are a durned sight cheaper in the quantities I buy. 
(This is one case where I -did- listen to the list. Somebody here 
recommended Ray-O-Vac. Thanks!) 


3) The AAs also fit a little camp lantern we bought for my son about 6 
months ago. It looks like a toy, but it was with the flashlights at 
Wal-Mart. We paid about $7 for it with batteries. It looks like a cheap 
plastic patio light with a handle on top. Takes 4 AAs, and lights a room 
very nicely. No word yet on how long a load of batteries lasts - we're 
still on the first set of Ray-O-Vacs. 


Some things I'll "do better next time": 


1) Some sort of air circulation device - a battery powered fan or 
something. The living room with the heater is warm, but the floor is cold 
as is the rest of the house. 


2) A better way of heating water for bathing. This may take some doing. 
Maybe I'll replace the electic water heater with a gas unit. In the past 
<mumble> years I've been old enough to know what was going on, I've only 
had gas fail me twice (once was a clogged main, the other was a buried pipe 
from my propane tank to my house that was crushed by a tractor)

Hi Alex, 

I have and use a Behringer 602A mixer in my shack. I don't operate 
SSB a whole lot, mostly 10 meters QRP and the occasional 10-10 contest 
when I do manage to grab the mike. 


The 602A has a 3 band tone control system, low-mid-high which will 
probably allow you to EQ your voice to your heart's content. It's not 
an expensive parametric EQ with variable Q but the 602A has enough 
range to EQ from that strident DX sound to warm rag-chew. I should 
note that while EQ allows you to make your audio more intelligible in 
some situations, it is not a direct substitute for compression. 


For some the mixer may have greater value as an analog router/switch. 
If you operate any digital modes and want to maintain a fixed input 
level, the mixer provides an easy way to manage your audio inputs. If 
you have multiple mikes and/or multiple rigs, the inputs and output 
buses allow to route the sound as you wish. Similiarly, it makes it 
easy to connect your computer and rigs together for recording off the 
air. Because most of our ham audio is mono, each stereo channel has 
effectively 2 inputs and 2 outputs. You can use the balance controls 
to switch audio from one input to another just by turning the balance 
knob. 


I have operated my rig at 100W for a local net on 80m sideband. My 
inverted L leaves the back of my tuner 8 feet from my mixer and I 
haven't yet noticed any RF effects. Realize however, that this 
information is purely anecdotal and may not be that valuable for your 
situation. Choosing high quality shielded audio cables which are 
intentionally kept as short as possible/reasonable is always a good 
first step. 


I purchased my MX602A at www.musiciansfriend.com for around $70. Your 
local Guitar Center probably has them in stock. I use the 602A with a 
Nady Starpower 1 microphone ($9.95 - whoohooo :-) on a boom and it 


works fine for me. I prefer the construction and features of the 
Mackie 1202 over the MX602A but for shack use the 602A is 
substantially smaller and less expensive.

Alex, I can only echo Lew's comments based upon my almost identical usage of 
the 602A (now an 802A) mixer/EQ. Once you get everything plumbed in, the 
ease with which you can control audio levels and paths, etc. will really 
spoil you in a hurry. The EQ is much more than adequate so don't let that 
worry you. 


BTW, the 602A is now down to $60 and the 802A is only $80. The 602 is 
physically smaller by a bit and is more than adequate. 


I control four rigs (transmit audio and receive audio), a soundcard, a 
monitor scope input, etc. and use it to drive an 80 watt/channel stereo amp 
which drives a large stereo speaker cabinet system. The 802 has a couple 
more channels available and a couple of other features which make it more 
attractive to me, but as Lew said, the 602A is more than enough.

Hi Alex, 

I have and use a Behringer 602A mixer in my shack. I don't operate 
SSB a whole lot, mostly 10 meters QRP and the occasional 10-10 contest 
when I do manage to grab the mike. 


The 602A has a 3 band tone control system, low-mid-high which will 
probably allow you to EQ your voice to your heart's content. It's not 
an expensive parametric EQ with variable Q but the 602A has enough 
range to EQ from that strident DX sound to warm rag-chew. I should 
note that while EQ allows you to make your audio more intelligible in 
some situations, it is not a direct substitute for compression. 


For some the mixer may have greater value as an analog router/switch. 
If you operate any digital modes and want to maintain a fixed input 
level, the mixer provides an easy way to manage your audio inputs. If 
you have multiple mikes and/or multiple rigs, the inputs and output 
buses allow to route the sound as you wish. Similiarly, it makes it 
easy to connect your computer and rigs together for recording off the 
air. Because most of our ham audio is mono, each stereo channel has 
effectively 2 inputs and 2 outputs. You can use the balance controls 
to switch audio from one input to another just by turning the balance 
knob. 


I have operated my rig at 100W for a local net on 80m sideband. My 
inverted L leaves the back of my tuner 8 feet from my mixer and I 
haven't yet noticed any RF effects. Realize however, that this 
information is purely anecdotal and may not be that valuable for your 
situation. Choosing high quality shielded audio cables which are 
intentionally kept as short as possible/reasonable is always a good 
first step. 


I purchased my MX602A at www.musiciansfriend.com for around $70. Your 
local Guitar Center probably has them in stock. I use the 602A with a 
Nady Starpower 1 microphone ($9.95 - whoohooo :-) on a boom and it 
works fine for me. I prefer the construction and features of the 
Mackie 1202 over the MX602A but for shack use the 602A is 
substantially smaller and less expensive.

Why not get a 5-8kw generator and plug it into your house. I run my 
house off a 5kw gen. to a plug I installed at the power box. You can 
also plug the 240vac output of the gen. into your 240vac dryer plug and 
let the breaker box split the 120vac to the house. Be sure to throw 
the master breaker b4 plugging in the gen. You can run lights, a 
microwave, fans, and heating system if you have gas heating. Been 
using this for 15 years here in Houston.

Actually, that's the way I would do it, IF I could. And I know a number 
a people who do that. 


But be aware, that kind of connection is illegal. If there were an 
accident, 


there could be BIG penalties involved. 


But, like I said, that's the way I'd do it, IF I could. Whole house is 


the 
way to go, NOT individual circuit changeover. Just keep what you want 
to use reasonable. 


In my case, my house actually draws about 200amps at 240v from the 

pole. I have what's called 'demand side servicing', which means I have 
an 'interface' to the power company, not just a drop. I pay for my power 
at different rates depending mostly on time of day, but I can get power 
at other times cheap too. Usually, most bills end up costing me more 

for the 200 or so kwh I buy during high rates usually cost more than 

the couple of THOUSANDS of kwh I draw at off-peak times to charge 

up my storage units. 


My computer down in the basement is smart enough to ‘'stagger' my 
turnons so I don't spike the whole neighborhood, but I don't think it can 
be set up to only turn on one unit at a time. 


But don't think I've not thought about it!
